President Truman called today 


for broad changes in the national 
military establishment, including 
conversion of the new agency into 
a regular department of govern- 
ment. . 
In a special message to Con- 
gress he said that present powers 
of the Secretary of Defense over 
the armed forces are “too limited.” 
The Secretary should be given 
“appropriate responsibility and 
authority,” said the President. 
Moreover, he recommended ap- 
pointment of a chairman of the 


Joint Chiefs of Staff, with “prece- 


dence” over the three commanders 
of the armed forces now constitut- 
ing the staff. 

Similar to Hoover Proposals. 

In general, Truman’s recommen- 
dations followed those of the Hoo- 
ver commission which studied the 
national defense organization 
along with other agencies. He 
said the commiission’s recommen- 
dations “have great merit and 
present an objective to which I 
believe we must continue to move.” 

Truman also backed the pro- 
posals of the commission to give 
the Defense Secretary more as- 
sistance. He said there should be 
an Under Secretary of Defense 
and three Assistant Secretaries. 

This was not provided in the 
present law. Apparently one rea- 
son was that the national military 
establishment was not created as 
a full-fledged government depart- 
ment, with the usual setup of 
under and assistant secretaries.. 
It exists chiefly as a co-ordinating 
agency for the armed forces. 

One Proposal Ignored.

It Has Power—Attack 
on Second Increase 


Planned.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 5— 


The question of whether South- 
western Bell Telephone Co. will be 
required to refund Missouri rate 
increases it has been collecting 
since Feb. 1 will be taken up at 
a hearing before Circuit Judge 
Sam . Blair March 26, 

John Mohler, area attorney for 
the company, told the judge at a 
conference with counsel yesterday 
that the company contended it was 
entitled to keep the increases in 
spite of the fact the Missouri 
Public Service Commission Wad 
knocked out its order making 
them effective Feb. 1. Heretofore 
communities objecting to the in- 
creases had understood the com- 
pany was prepared to make the 
refunds, ‘ 

The dispute at present is over 
the increases cdligcted between 
Feb. 1 and next Thursday, March 
10, when a new commission order 
for the increases becomes 
effective. In the meantime pre- 
liminary steps have been taken for 
an attack on the later order, which 
would form the principal contro- 
versy in the effort of objectors to 
knock out the increases complet¢- 
ly. A new appeal to Judge Blair’s 
court is likely in that connection. 

Issue of Court’s Power. 

Counsel were discussing the 
question of whether Judge Blair 
has power to order refunds in con- 
nection with his action recently 
reversing and remanding the com- 
mission’s original decision. The 
judge said he would decide after 

e March 26 hearing whether he 

ad jurisdiction to take this step, 
as urged by the objectors, and, if 
he found he had, whether he 
would do so. 

At the same hearing he will take 
up a motion by St. Louis county 
for a new trial of his decision re- 
versing the original order. It was 
asserted by John P. Randolph, 
general counse] for the commis- 
sion, that County Counselor Erwin 
F. Vetter could not appeal, as he 
had obtained what he sought 
through the court’s ruling. 

“It's all foolishness to my mind,” 
Randolph commented as to Vet- 
ter’s motion. 

Judge Blair made it clear in the 
conference that his reversal order 
did not intend that the commis- 
sion should reopen the telephone 
rate hearing for new evidence, as 
urged by Special Utilities Counsel 


Rejects Joffee Decree. 

The judge did not accept a form 
of final decree on his reversal or- 
der prepared by Joffee. Instead, 
he signed a simpler form, repre- 
senting substantially what Ran- 
dolph proposed: This decree sim- 
ply declared that the commission’s 
original rate increase order of 
Jan. 18 was a nullity and formally 
sent the matter back to the com- 
mission for appropriate action.

(AP)—A polar bear’s mate dis- 
tracted his attention and prob- 
ably saved the life of Art Me- 
Kinney, 39 years old, who was 
mauled when he tried- to feed the 


bears sugar, attendants at Fleis- 
hacker Zoo said today. 

McKinney suffered a badly 
mangled arm. Attendants at Mis- 
sion Emergency Hospital said no 
bones were broken, however, and 
they believed the arm could be 
saved. 

Whitey, an attraction at the 
zoo for almost 20 years, grabbed 
McKinney by the arm and pulled 
him over a guard rail when the 
San Francisco house painter tried 
to fed him sugar yesterday. 

McKinney fell into a space two 
and a half feet wide between the 
rail and the cage. The bear thrust 
its paws between the bars to maul 
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beam in the hall. Reaching for 
his pistol, which he kept under 
his pillow, Kelly waited until the 
burglar turned the flashlight in 
the bedroom, saw that Kelly was 
awake and ordered, “Don’t move 
and you won't get hurt.” Kelly 
fired one shot, and the burglar 
dashed downstairs and out the 
front door. 

Investigation showed that the 
burgiar entered the home through 
a rear window, and had unlatched 
the front door before going up- 
stairs. Nothing was missing. Wil- 
liams told officers he tried to en- 
ter several other homes in the 
same neighborhood last night, but 
wag frightened away. He said he 
served a term in the Missouri pen- 
itentiary for burglary. He is 35 
years old. 

Kelly is a car inspector for the 
Terminal railroad.

As a motor truck operator, having 
been engaged in highway transportation 
‘for over 20 years, I have commended 
„Gov. Stevenson on his decision to en- 
‘force the provisions of the IIlinois 
weight laws. ; 


„ It has always been the policy of our 
company that the laws were to be rig- 
idly observed, and if there was anything 
Wrong with the laws it should be called 
to the attention of the legislature for 
“consideration. Illinois laws are fair and 
‘just and comparable with the weight 
laws of the surrounding states. 


I have own of many motor carrier 
Operators who have deliberately violated 
the weight laws by graft and corruption. 


When you say truck éperators are not 
2 their fair share of highway costs, 
am firmly convinced you do not have 
any figures to substantiate the state 
ment. In 1933, Congress established the 
office of Federal Co-ordinator of Trans- 
portation and the late Joseph B. East- 
man was named Co-ordinator. The chief 
‘question the Eastman investigation 
‘undertook to answer was—What forms 
“of ‘transportation are subsidized? The 
answer as contained in the four-volume 
‘study, “Public Aids to Transportation,”

Now I want to refer you to the State 
61 Missouri as a whole, wherein more

The argument that these territories do not 
have enough population is not soundly based. 
Alaska has 90,000 people and that is almost 
as many as Nevada had in 1930, by which time 
Nevada had been a state 66 years. Alaska's 


present population is approximately the com- 


bined total of Missouri and Illinois when they 
were admitted. Hawaii, with about 500,000 
people, would outrank Wyoming, Delaware, 
Vermont and Nevada—and possibly other states 
—on a basis of population. 

Both Alaska and Hawaii are defense outposts. 
Alaska extends to within a few miles of Siberia. 
In any airbérne war from the Pacifie side of 
the world, Alaska would be our first line of pro- 
tection. Were.it represented in Congress by 
Senators and one or more Representatives, its 
needs would get much more attention than they 
now receive. Its lone territorial delegate, over- 
worked and voteless, cannot hope to attend all 
the hearings ‘that are of ‘importance to the 
people of his territory. - 

The United States is urging that democracy 
be spread about the world. One way to demon- 
strate that we mean this would be to give the 
people of Hawaii and Alaska a suitable role in 
the government which rules over them. The 
admission of these two territories would serve 
notice on the world that Americans believe that 
democracy is a vital, growing way of life and 
government. By these simple dcts, Congress 
could set in motion fortes and reactions which 
would be of great psychological value both do- 
mestically and internationally. 

These admission bills should be reported out 
by the full committee in plenty of time to as- 
sure passage at this session. We believe the 
country is ready and eager to put two new stars 
in the flag.

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Two Scraps of Good Pension News 

Forty-dollar-a-month pensions for every Mis- 
sourian over 65 have been killed by a House 
committee, and a Senate committee is delaying 
Gov. Smith's plan to let down the pension bars. 
It would be pleasant to think that, for the first 
time since the Federal Government began 


matching state pension funds, a Legislature is 
about to be as hard-headed as it is generous. 


Despite these scraps of good news, however, 


the Legislature is under relentless pressure to 


make pensions easier until they become an auto- 
matic right. The House committee's turndown 
of this principle does not really show strong re- 
sistance, for the committee had just been warned 
that the federal grant would be lost if every- 
body got a pension. The load on the state treas- 
ury would have gone from $23,500,000 to $162,- 
000,000 a year by this one act. 

Congress has put very moderate restrictions 
on the federal money, but they are enough to 
prevent the wilder extremes of folly in the 
states. Congress could also stop much present 
waste of federal and state money by adding 
realistic definitions of eligible pensioners to the 
restrictions. 

As to political action in the state itself, both 
the history of lavishness and the present danger 
in Gov. Smith’s proposal suggest that citizens 
who work and pay taxes still need to hold the 
feet of their state eer abba to the fire.

Waere in Uniform 

Maybe it was particularly timely that Gen. 
Eisenhower should have spoken just when the 
appointment of louis Johnson as successor to 
Defense Secretary Forrestal was on Page 1. The 
general wants more authority for the man in this 
office. He wants genuine unification of Army, 
Navy and Air Force. He is tired of “an in- 
trenched bureaticracy Who felt that if a civilian 
watched over théir activities they would lose 
vested rights. 

It any criticism: were to be brought against 
Mr. Forrestal ffi the time of his retirement, it 
would be that he did not have much success in 
welding the three. services into a single defense 
organization. Yet this cannot be said with any 
real degree of fairness because the fault was not 
in the man, but in the 1947 law under which he 
worked. As Gen. Eisenhower said, “he was not 
given full authority to accomplish what he 
wished.” 

It is to be hoped that his successor will be 
given broader power. He cannot take it for 
himself. But even if Congress should fail him, 
there is somesreason to hope that Mr. Johnson’s 

,personality is such that it will impress those 
under him. As Assistant Secretary of War and 
Acting Secretary of War in the past, he was not 
over-awed by brass. Hé hacked ‘away at aristo- 
cratic privileges; and he demanded results. ; 
Mr. Johnson has sought Ris appointment with 
some eagerness. That is all the more reason why 
a high order of performance is expected of him. 
He should show that in peacetime the military 
must be a prop to civilian-made policy, and not 
itself.a policy-maker, Cold wars must be fought 
by diplomats and not by generals. 

‘Some generals need to be reminded of this 
from time to time. Some of them also need to 
be reminded that civilians must have the last 
word on public expenditures, and that these ci- 


vilians must apply the rule of reasonable econ- 


omy to military budgets as to all others. 

In reminding the brass of fundamentals like 
these, Mr. Johnson cah count himself fortunate 
in having, even before confirmation, the ex- 
pressed support of the nation’s favorite military 
commander. He could not have more influen- 
tial help in a campaign against bureaucrats in 


uniform. 
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Norway 8 Its Courage 

The Norweglans, it turns out, are considerably 
more courageous than some American commen- 
tators. These men have been arguing that Nor- 
way really ought not to be expected to line up 
solidly with the Western powers, that it ought 
not to rub the Russian bear’s fur the wrong way 
because—well, because it is so near to the Rus- 
sian bear’s paws and claws. 

Not so the Norwegian parliament. By a vote 
of 118 to 11, it has rejected the Russian offer of 
a non-aggression pact. The 11 dissenting voices 
were those of Communists, so the vote was vir- 
tually unanimous. That is Norway's defiance to 
paw and claw. And to make it even stronger, a 
Norwegian delegation is to leave for Washington 
within the next 10 days to participate in the dis- 
cussions of the proposed Atlantic pact. 

Denmark is sending its foreign minister to 
Washington for the same purpose. The issues 
which Russia has precipitated leave no place at 
all for moral neutrality. And it is highly ques- 
tionable whether the slightest advantage could 
be found in military neutrality. More than any- 
thing else, that would suggest appeasement. The 
Russians may as well know where their neigh- 
bors stand. That knowledge ought to make them 
think twice about new aggressions. 

The Norwegian decision is, of course, a victory 
for Western diplomacy, especially for American 
diplomacy.

Louis Johnson’s Hard New Job 


HE departure of James Forréstal as Secretary of Defense had 

been the subject of speculation for so long that his usefulness 

was pretty well impaired, But even before the speculation began, 
Forrestal was faced with an impossible situation. 


He had failed to resolve the 
increasingly bitter and prolonged 
dispute between the Army, Navy 
and Air Force. Whether he had 
the power tO sie:

In the course of the long serv- 
ice feud, within the joint chiefs 
of staff and at every other level, 
Forrestal was regarded by Army 
and Air Force as a Navy man. 
The other two services considered 
the decisions he did take as favor- 
able, invariably, to the Navy. 


Air vs. Navy. 


A great deal of the controversy 
centered around a very large and 
costly bone of contention — the 
Navy’s super-aircraft carrier to be 
named the U.S.S. United States. 
Air Force planners have from the 
first regarded the giant carrier as 
an opening wedge by the Navy to 
invade the field of strategic air- 
power. — 

When the U.S. S. United States 
was first announced more than a 
year ago, its estimated cost was 
$125,000,000. The Navy estimate 
today is $188,000,000. The latter 
figure, according to the Navy, in- 
cludes ordnance. 

Within the Air Force they in- 
sist that at least another $30,000,- 
000 must be added for equipment. 
Furthermore, they say that 
bomber planes big enough to carry 
the atomic bomb must be designed 
entirely from scratch if they are 
to land on the deck of even a 
giant carrier. 0 
Billions for Carriers? 

That is the erux of the argu- 
ment. The Navy argues the great 
mobility of planes launched from 
a floating base — the aircraft car- 
rier. In this way all strategic areas 
in Soviet Russia are within range 
of the atom bomb. 

The Air Force is convinced that 
the U.S. S. United States would 
be the target for thousands of 
fighter planes once an enemy be- 
lieved it carried atomic bombs. 
Furthermore, they argue that th 
cost is not $188,000,000 nor $225,- 
000,000 but closer to a billion dol- 


bly have to be provided with a 
costly screen of destroyer escorts, 
submarines and so on. 

Forrestal’s successor, Louis A. 
Johnson, comes to this very diffi- 


cult assignment with a back- 
ground of three years—from 1937 
to 1940—as Assistant Secretary of 
War.

ence, and it can be a handicap in

The hope among service men in 
the Pentagon, and this went for 
the Army, too, was for appoint- 
ment of a man with no prior at- 
tachments to one branch or the 
other.

That claim, politically speaking, 
is a real one. Johnson agreed in 
the middle of the campaign last 
fall to serve as finance chairman 


tor the Democrats when no one 


else would take on what seemed 
to be a hopeless task. He agreed, 


on the stipulation that he first’ 


have a private talk with the Pres- 
ident, and what was said at that 
talk has been kept a secret by the 
two men. 


Political Rewards. 


In a forthright and hard-boiled 
way, Johnson went out to get the 
money for his starving party. He 
was amazingly successful, the con- 
tributions including generous 
gifts, according to rumor, from 
certain large corporations. In pri- 
vate life Johnson is a lawyer with 
a large income from a practice 
which takes in consideraable ac- 
tivity in Washington. 

Johnson has loyal friends, who 
admire his capacities, as well as 
bitter enemies, In the narrow 
sense at least this is a political 
appointment. The President has 
given a vital post to a party man 
who served him well in a time of 
dire need. 

Therefore, Johnson will be under 
particularly close scrutiny. The 
public and Congress will want to 
know whether he has the essen- 


lars, since the ship would inevita-

April 5. 
The Council voted nine to one 
in favor of the application. The 
lone opposing vote was that of 
Egypt. Its delegate, Mahmoud 
Bey Fawzi, said his country and 
his delegation “wash their hands” 
of the Council’s action. 

Britain’s delegate, Sir Terence 
Shone, abstained after telling the 
Council his government wanted 
the Israeli Government to clear 
up its intentions regarding Jerusa- 
lem and the’ Arab refugees. 

Shone said some Israeli officials 
had indicated they would oppose 
the U.N. decision to international- 
ize Jerusalem. He also wanted to 
know what Israel would do about 
its responsibilities toward, Arab 
refugees. He said Britain would 
not use the veto to block the ap- 
plication now. 

Last December, the Council 
failed to approve Israel’s applica- 
tion, only five countries voting 
for it. France and China, which 
abstained in December, joined the 
following nations in approving the 
bid today: United States, Argen- 
tine, Norway, Russia, the Soviet 
Ukraine, Canada and Cuba.

Gen. George C. Marshall said last 
night that through the “magnifi- 
cent” work of the European Re 
covery program “more -co-opera- | 
tion has been shown in five months 
than in the previous 500 years.” 


Marshall and his successor as 
Secretary of State, Dean Acheson, 
were speakers at the tenth annual 
dinner of the Overseas Press Club. 
Paying tribute to Marshall, 
Acheson made a passing reference 
to the replacement of Russian 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov -by 
Deputy Minister Andrei Y. Vishin- 
sky. Acheson said: 

“To succeed Marshall requires 
more courage than one man is re- 
quired to summon in a lifetime. 
Indeed, I’m wondering how Mr. 
Vishinsky feels about this situa- 
tion.” 

Marshall, honor guest at the 
dinner, told the gathering of 1000 
persons that a “tremendous 
change” has taken place in this 
country’s role in international af 
fairs—a change so great that “peo- 
ple don’t realize the effect of 
what we say and do.” : 
The American people should 
know, he said, that in the postwar 
years “the rules were all against 
us.

CALGARY, ‘Alberta, Canada 

N the few hours that I spent in 

Edmonton, I was always just 

about as far behind schedule as 
I was late in arriving. I went 
directly to the home of our consul, 
Carl C. Seddicum, and the press 
came in immediately. After an 
interview there, I went off to two 
of the radio stations. In one of 
them I had a short interview, not 
only with the station representa- 
tive, but also with a farm co-oper- 
ative representative. The farm co- 
operatives are important in a coun- 
try whose basic industry is still 
agriculture. 

Just now, in teh province of Al- 
berta there is a great deal of 
interest in the new oil develop- 
ment. All through Edmonton one 
can see new houses going up and 
one is told that they are, in part 
at least, due to the activity arising 
because of 7 8 ot oll. 


THERE ARE, of course, large 
coal deposits also and during the 
war Edmonton had a tremendous 
area that was occupied by our 
young men who worked on the 
Alcan Highway, for it begins here 
and goes north. 

Mr, Seddicum regretted that the 
milder weather had begun because 
he said the Alcan Highway is bet- 
ter, from his point of view, when 
the snow is packed hard. Now, 
he was afraid there might be mud, 
and later on he said the dust 


really spoiled the enjoyment of 


the scenery. 

Nevertheless, I gathered from 
talking with someone in Calgary 
that along this highway for 500 
miles there are new settlers and 
new farm areas opening up. Our 
old Army installations now are 
being used by some of the surplus 
population, which has a hard time 
finding housing in Edmonton at 
the present time,

T costs little to prepare lux 

urious egg white desserts when 

there’s a baby in the house. 
Babies fed the modern rules of 
nutrition get an egg yolk every 
day. As a result there is a con- 
stant accumulation of egg whites. 
These should be turned into a 
sterile glass jar the instant the 
egg is separated, then sealed and 
kept in the refrigerator. These 
whites should be used -up 
larly. One of the most popular 
ways to consume them is in angel 
food cake. But plain white angel 
food made every eight days would 
soon lose some of its popularity. 
To avoid monotony, one can make 
cocoa angel food and do daffodil 
cake. The plain white angel food 
can also be varied in a number 
of ways by using it as a base 


with different fillings to make de- 


licious icebox cakes. 

Angel pie is another glamorous 
dessert that requires several egg 
whites. And numerous fillings for 
the meringue pie shells make 
pleasing variety possible. Sponge’ 
cake recipes also often call for 
more whites than yolks and this 
utilizes some of collected 
whites. 

Another place where one can 
slip in an extra white or two 
and often to advantage is in souf- 
fles, puffy omelets, and even in 
scrambled eggs. Egg whites that 
are stirred enotgh to mix well 
can also be slipped inte ham- 
burger and meat loaves without 
anyone knowing the 
and with a boost to the protein. 

Egg whites may be beaten 
slightly and combined with qne- 
half cup milk to each white, sea- 
soned interestingly with celery 
salt and pepper and then cooked 
like cup custards, diced and added 
to chicken or beef soup for a 
delicious and interesting contri- 
bution. Unmixed, they be 
hard cooked in the tap of a double 
boiler over hot water. When firm, 
they may be diced or riced and 
combined with white or cheese 
sauce to serye over asparagus and 
broccoli. So there is no excuse for 
wasting egg whites or for a cook 
becoming weary in employing 
them in preparation of daily meals.
